J. S. FLetcuer of the Sec- 
ond infantry has been placed on the re- 
tired list. 

On the 20th the Prussian landtag was 
closed by the kaiser in a speech in which 
he expressed his satisfaction with the 
work of the session. 

Ir is reported that the French gov- 
ernment has determined to demand 
reparation from Hayti for the assassina- 
tion of M. Rigaud on Corpus Christi, 
on the ground that he wasa subject of 
France. 

Tue Atlanta (Ga.) Evening Journal 
recently addressed a letter to each 
member of the Georgia legislature, 
which meets next month, inquiring as to 
whether he would vote for a state ap- 
propriation for an exhibit at the World’s 
fair. The Journal prints seventy-one 
replies received, of which fifty-eight 
are unqualifiedly against any appro- 
priation on certain conditions, and seven 
are noncommittal. This makes it prac- 
tically certain that the legislature will 
make no appropriation for the World's 
fair. 

EmpLoyes of the Compagnie Generale 
des Ormnibus of Paris passed a vote of 
thanks to James Gordon Bennett for 
his donation of 20,000 franes to the late 
strike fund. 

Sir CHARLES TvpPeR, it is said, will 
be offered the seat in the house of com- 
mons for Kingston made vacant by the 
death of Sir John Macdonald. 

Sm GEORGE BADEN POWELL, member 
of parliament from Liverpool, and Dr. 
George M. W. Dawson, of the Canadian 
survey department, have been appoint- 
ed by the British government as the 
arbitrators on behalf of Great Britain 
in the Behring sea fishery controversy. 
The board of arbitration will probably 
meet in October. 

Mrs. QuINrOoN and Mrs. Grimwood, 
whose husbands were massacred at 
Manipur, have each been accorded a 
pension of $1,500 per annum. 

THE general opinion has been that the 
celebrated Andover heresy case had 
been decided by the full bench of the 
Massachusetts supreme court, and that 
Judge Field was preparing the opinion. 
It is now possible, however, that the 
case may be reargued. Judges Allen 
and Devens have died since the case was 
begun, and Chief-Justice Field has not 
sat since January, owing to ill health. 
In any event no decision will be reached 
for at least one year. 

A WARRANT has been issued for the 
arrest of Rev. N. A. Barr, of Adams- 
town, Pa., who is charged with sending 
an abusive postal ecard to Rey. Mr. 
Spreng, of Cleveland, O. The prosecu- 
tion is an outgrowth of the Bowman 
fight in the Evangelical church. 

On the 22d the grand jury in Phila- 
delphia returned a true bill for crim- 
inal libel against Rev. J. Wesley Hill, 
of Ogden, Utah, for writing and pub- 
lishing defamatory letters charging 
criminal conduct upon Rev. Sam Small 
in connection with the funds of Utah 
university. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

A BLACKSMITH named Boeder and his 
wife were burned to death at Neuwied, 
Germany. The house caught fire and 
they were overcome by the smoke be- 
fore they could escape. 

Emma Bencuer, of Riverside O., was 
burned to death, on the 19th, by inhal- 
ing the flame from a gasoline lamp. 

On the 19th, at Leechburgh, Pa., six 
dwellings were washed away and a 
number of persons injured by a flood 
caused by a cioud-burst. 

On the 18th three children, living 
about 15 miles southeast of Tilden, 
Neb., were drowned during a storm 
while returning from school. A ravine 
which the children were accustomed to 
cross suddenly filled with flood water 
and washed them away. 

Tue tower of the new stone court- 
house at Liberty, Ind., fell in, on the 
18th, crushing out the front of the 
building and causing a loss of $25,000. 
It has been discovered that the collapse 
was the result of a dynamite explosion. 
Several citizens saw the flash at the 
time, and two or three men were seen 
making their escape in the darkness. 

A LARGE number of passengers over 
the Cincinnati and Covington suspen- 
sion bridge saw a man deliberately 
jump into the river ninety feet below 
on the 19th. He was rescued alive by 
boatmen and taken to the hospital, 
where he died two hours later. He re- 
fused to identify himself further than 
to give the name of Richard Rhein. 

At an early hour on the morning of 
the 2ist the boiler at the Drake Co.'s 
mines, near Massillon, 0O., exploded, 
setting fire to the building and burning 
Henry Vogt, the engineer, to ashes. 
Low water in the boiler was the cause. 
Tue shortage in the accounts of the 
National City bank of Marshall, Mich., 
has been ascertained to be in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000. The directors have 
voted to ask that a receiver be ap- 
pointed. 

A BAND of seventeen brigands recent- 
ly robbed a mail coach near Saljan, 
Russia, killing two travelers and severe- 
ly wounding a postilion. The brigands 
then pillaged the village of Saljan and 
escaped with their booty. A squadron 
of Cossacks has been sent in pursuit. 





At St. Petersburg, Russia, while a 
large balloon belonging to Count 
Apraxine was being inflated with gas, 
it escaped from the attendants who 
were holding it to the ground and car- 
ried upward four workmen who were 
in the car when the balloon broke away. 
After it had ascended to a great height 
the balloon burst, and the bodies of the 
unfortunate workmen were dashed to 
the earth, and smashed beyond recog- 
nition. . 

On the 22d Anton Karl, an old, and 
heretofore regarded as trustworthy, 
disbursing officer of the geological sur- 
vey, was arrested in Washington, for 
embezzling $3,600 govefnmmeént funds. 
It is understootvhe cOétifesses his’ guilt. 
He is under bonds for $40,000 and the 
government will lose nothing. 

On the 22d fire at the Border City 
mills, in Bowenville, Mass., damaged 
a storehouse and contents to the extent 
of $100,000. The storehouse contained 
about 2,000 bales of cotton and a quan- 
tity of fancy cloth, owned principally 
by commission houses and stored await- 
ing Shipment. The loss is covered by 
insurance. 

Ar Batoyna, Hungary, a crowd of 
field laborers, incited by socialist agita- 
tors, attacked the townhall. Had it 
not been for the determined resistance 
offered by a small force of policemen 
the mob would have wrecked the build- 
ing. The officers killed four and 
wounded seven of the mob. 


MISCELLANEOUS:

THE COTTON MARKET. 


A Serious Outlook for Pilanters—Low Prices 
and the Alleged Cause—There is Too 
Much Grown for the Demand—The Low- 
est for Forty Years. 

St. Louis, June 23.—The Globe-Dem- 
ocrat, in an article on the cotton mar- 
ket, says: Early in last November one 
of the most prominent cotton dealers in 
St. Louis went around: among his 
friends and told them that cotton was 
cheaper than it had been for ten years 
at that time of the year. It was then 
about lle a pound in New York. Un- 





der tl. advice of this gentleman a syn- 
dicate weatformed to purchase 10,000 
bales of tton in Liverpol, Th 


eral members of the syndicate ‘‘doubled 
their deals’ as the price went 
down, but the decline was never ar- 
rested, and when the 1st of May came 
there were about 15,000 bales to be 
closed out at a loss to the syndicate of 
about $200,000, which had to be paid in 
cash. The syndicate then transferred 
the deal into next January, and have 
already incurred a loss of $5 a bale on 
the transfer. The whole loss was in- 
curred by a mistaken estimate on the 
part of the “expert” as tothe crop of 
1890-91. He said that there could not 
possibly be more than 7,200,000 bales, 
instead of which there were 8,500,000.. 
His figures were given in November 
when he ought to have known within 
100,000 bales what the crop would be., 
He missed his guess by more than a 
million and a quarter bales. 

The individual who bonght cotton a 
month or two ago, even after the de-' 
cline from November, when he thought’ 
the bottom had been reached, and ex- 
pected to realize a fortune in a short 
time, has been very much disappointed. 
He has either had to store his cotton, if 
he bought the spout article, heavily 
margin his futures, or lose all the 
money he put into his trade. The cot- 
ton market Saturday was lower than it 
has been before in forty years, and it 
looks as if the bottom had not yet been 
reached, In local spet market good 
ordinary sold at 6%e, low middling at 
74Jc, middling at 8c, and good middling 
at 8 15-16e. This is a decline since June 
20, 1890, or exactly one year, of 4ca 
pound on good ordinary, 3}g¢ on low 
middling, 35<¢ on middling, and 3c on 
good middling. The future markets of 
New York and Liverpool have also de- 
clined heavily. 
cline fer the same time was from 4.29¢ 
to 4.56c, and in Liverpool 1 19-64d to 
2 2-64d. 

The decline on an average of 3i¢¢ a 
pound—which is the average in the local 
spot market for middling cotton—dur- 
ing the year is equal toa loss to the 
planter on the year’s estimated crop of 
3,500,000 bales of $148,000,000. The cost 
of producing, picking and baling a bale 
of cotton under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances is about Te a pound; and a 
year like the present, when the planters 
are compeled to buy meat and corn at 
the present high prices, it will cost about 
Se a pound to get cotton ready for ship- 
ment. To get it to the St. Louis mar- 
ket 1'¢ more must be added. The price 
‘of middling cotton—on which the mar- 
ket is based—yesterday in the local 
market was 8c. These figures tell the 
story without any comment on whether 
the present price of cotton will allow a 
man to live and raise it. 

The principal question now is wheth- 
er there is going to be any relief for the 
planter. ‘The conservative bear will 
say when asked, that while the market 
is going his way he thinks prices are 
too low. The world’s visible supply 
Saturday was 2,575,000 bales, or 795,000 
more than last year. In 1883 the visible 
supply on June 1 was only 26,000 bales 
less the whole visible of to-day. Prices 
then were Ile in New York and 6d in 
Liverpool. There was more cotton at 
the United States ports then than there 
is to-day, and the consumption then 
was about 40,000 bales a week less 
than it is now. The crop of 1890-91 


was a phenomenally large _ one, 
and was estimated at the  begin- 
ning of the year at 8,570,000 


bales. Saturday there were in sight 
sight 8,450,000 bales, and, as the cotton 
year does not end until September 1, 
the difference between what is in sight 
and the estimate may be reached. The 
increase of the crop over 1889-90, count- 
ing the cotton in sight, is 1,136,274 
bales. This immense incréase had to 
be disposed of, and as the consumption 
did not grow correspondingly, the de- 
mand was less than the offerings and 
the market was depressed. In the 
great majority of cases a market is gov- 
erned by the supply and demand, but 
in this case the raid of the bears had 
about as much to do with making the 
low prices as the regular condition of 
the market. All of this year’s crop has 
not yet been sold, and it is predicted 
by many that prices will go still lower.

A TIMELY RESCUE. 


The Crew of the‘ Norwegiav Bark Carl, 
Abandoned at Sea, Rescued by the Tank 
Steamer Hafis, After’ Tetrible Suffering, 
and Landed at Philadelphia—The Carl a 
Derelict.

On the morning of June 9, the sky 
presented a cloudy appearance and 
Capt. Jansen put his ship under easy 
canvas.

At daybreak 
the crew had hardly realized their dan- 
ger in the darkness, but now death 
stared them in the face. 

All day they struggled with the storm 
alone and again night set in. The ves- 
sel was leaking badly and the crew 
were drenched and water-weak. Sev- 
eral times men were washed from the 
pumps into the scuppers. The follow- 
ing day and night the wind kept haul- 
ing from west-northwest to northwest 
and back, increasing in velocity every 
time it canted. 

On June 13, the men, after struggling 
for three days and nights, were desper- 
ate. Half starved and chilled through 
they huddled ‘to spend their last hours 
of existence together. Toward 8 o’clock 
at night, the weather being clear, the 
side-lights of a steamship were seen. 
She saw Capt. Jansen’s rockets and 
whistled. Help was near. In two 
hours all hands were on board the 
Hafis, which conveyed them here.

I 
never asked anyone for a cent in my 
life, and I can not think who it was 
made my condition known except it be 
Mr. Patterson, the minister at the rail- 
road chapel, where I used to worship. 
I do not like to lay blame on Anyone, 
but facts speak for themselves. Here I 
am without food or nourishment, and 
my poor old woman is all: worn out 
with watching.” O’Hanlan says his 
mother was a sister of the great. states- 
man, and he himself, being a wild 
youngster, ran away from home when 
he was 16 years old. Even in his pres- 
ent condition he bears traces of having 
been a man of splendid physique. Star- 
vation will soon end the old man’s suf- 
fering unless some generous person ex- 
tends relief. 


A Novel Invitation. ' 


The other day the White Hotse a 
Washington was crowded with a body 
of highly respectable-looking business 
men from the southern states,who were 
there to invite President Harrison to at- 
tend the Southern exposition to be held 
in Raleigh in October and November. 
They numbered more than 100. Senator 
Ransom and Editor Walsh, of Anrusta, 
Ga., were the spokesmen. At the con- 
clusion of Senator Ransom’s remaakes 
he presented to the president the formal 
invitation, which was in form and de- 
sign unique and original. The werds 
were printed on two natural tobaccé 
leaves, which were overlaid and sunk 
into two pieces of North Carolina pint, 
18 by 24 inches im size. Specimens of 
rice and cotton also were appropriately 
placed. The covers were swung on sil- 
ver hinges and fastened with a silver 
clasp. This novelty seemed to please 
the president very much, and prompted 
him to a happy response. He said_ in 
substance that if he could, consistently 
with his duties, he would attend the ex- 
position. 














Brothers Sentenced to Hang. 

The Tennessee supreme comrt at 
Jackson (Justice Lurton) has delivered 
an opinion affirming the case af the 
State vs. Woodville and Natharé Tar- 
ver, from Lake county, and sentenced 
them to be hanged August 7. The 
crime for which the two brothes are 
to suffer the death penalty was most 
brutal. They lived in Kentucky, and 
had hired a canoe worth about $150 toa 
man named Goodall. Goodall failed to 
return it, and the Tarvers swore out a 
warrant, armed themselves, and wert 
in search of Goodall. They came upon 
him in a lane on the Tennessee side and 
commanded him to throw up his hands. 
He did so and Nathan then fired a load 
of buckshot into the defenseless man. 
The brothers fled to Kentucky but were 
followed and returned to Tennessee, 
tried and convicted. 


Bridge Charged with Electricity. 

A steel and iron bridge across the 
Tennessee river at Chattanooga, Tenn., 
was finished by the county last Feb- 
ruary, at a cost of $225,000. For a few 
days past electric cars have been run- 
ning across it, and the other day it was 
discovered that the great structure bad 
been charged with electricity through 
the defective insulation of a trolley 
wire, and several persons received 
shocks, and the bridge watchman made 
it a point to warn ladies not to touch 
the railings. An electric car was stopped 
at the point found to be defective, and 
a man climbed to the top of the car and 
cut the wire, blue sparks surrounding 
him with a halo as he did so. 





Tennessee Tobacco Statistics. 

The census office at Washington has 
given out the tobacco statistics of Ten- 
nessee. The total number cf planters 
in the state during the census year was 
16,624; the total area devoted to tobae- 
co, 51,471 acres; the total product, 36,- 
868,395 pounds, and the total value of 
the crop to the producers, estimated on 
basis of actual sales, $1,841,464.

A NEW AND IMPORTANT LAW. 

It would do well for every contractor, 
material man, laborer and proprietor be- 
fore undettaking to make a contract to 
erect a house or make other improve- 


ments to examine the mechanics lien law 
passed by the last General Assembly of 


Alabama. Important changes have been 
made in the lien of contractors, material 
men and laborers. 

The new law requires the owner or 
proprietor of the house built or to be 
built before paying out any money to the 
contractor, to demand of the contractor a 
list of all the men who have furnished 
material or labor and the amount due 
them from the cont: actor and the proprie- 
tor is required to pay these amounts and 
credit himself with the same on his ac- 
count with the contractor. If the pro- 
prietor fails to demand this list then the 
laborer or material man looks to the 
proprietor and not to the contractor for 
his pay. This is a leading feature of the 
new law and we merely call attention to 
the matter in order that those interested 
can look more fully into it.

ple. 
3rd.— Whereas the smoking of ci- 
garetts 1s injurious to the health of 
boys, and whereas the wisdom of the 
legislature of the state of Alabama 
has so decided and enacted a law 
prohibiting the sale of cigaretts to 
minors. Be it Resoved, That we the 
teachers thank the representatives of 
this great state for so timely and 
wholesome a law. Resolved further, 
That we call upon the citizens in the 
state to use their influence to have 
the above law become an effectual 
bearier tothe use of cigaretts by 
minors. by seeing that the law is en- 
forced. 
4th.— Whereas we find that many 
of the colored citizens do not pay poll 
tax, thereby shortening the school 
funds for colored children. Be it, 
Resolved, That the teachers of Col- 
bert county use their influence to 
have said tax collected and beg the

VITHOT NIT 


Upon Colonel Wood, the Well 
Known Kansan. 


The Fatal Shooting of Colonel Wood by 
James Brennan on the Streets of 
Hugoton, Kansas—The Massecre of No- 
Man’s-Land—The Prominency of the 
Murdered Man. 


Hugurton, Kas., June 26.—Colonel S. 
N. Wood, the most noted man in 
western Kansas, was murdered here by 
James Brennan. The murder of 
Colonel Wood is only one of a long list 
of tragadies that have resulted from the 
notorious Stevens county county-seat 
war. 

This tragedy resulted directly from 
the massacre in No-Man’s-Land two 
years ago by Sheriff Cross and five 
deputis by a gang of desperadoes 
headed by Sam Robinson. The mas- 
Sacre was the result of a war in Stevens 
county, Kansas, over the county seat. 
The war was waged between the towns 
of Hugoton and Woodsdale. The latter 
was founded by Sam Wood, the victim 
of this murder, who was the leader of 
the faction which held that in the 
county seat election the victory had 
been obtained by fraud by the adherents 
of Hugoton. Several imeffectual at- 
tempts had been made, by ‘the Woods- 
dale people to remove the county 
records from Hugoton to Woodsdale 
and establish the county seat there. 

One day about twenty-five Woodsdale 
men armed themselves and marched in 
the direction of Hugwton. They were 
met by Sheriff Cross Of Hugoton with a 

. Ina parley ¢twhich ensued the 
Woorlsdale people sa#l they had no be- 
ligerent intentions avd were only going 
down to the Indian. Territory hunting. 
They marched into the Indian Territory 
and Sheriff Cross and ris posse followed 
them. That same night Robinson and 
his gang surprised the sheriff and his 
deputies, stood them uprin line and shot 
them. down. A boy, Herbert Toney, 
was shot in the arm. He feigned death 


and escaped to tell tthe story. 


Most of the Woodsdale Btu were 
arrested on a warramt issued from the 
Dnited States Court at Paris, Tex., in 
the criminal jurisdiction of which is the 
Indian Territory. he trial resulted in 


‘conviction, the case'was appealed to the 


Supreme Court, where the verdict was 
reversed and the case remamied for 
trial. The case is still pending. 

During the trial at'Paris, Tex., Bren- 
nan was one of the'principal witnesses 
for the state. Sam Woods was one of 
the defendant's: counsel and during the 


trial handled Brennan thout gloves. 
BRrennau swore revenge, und when he 


heard that Sam W vas in town, he 
armed himself, and, safter a search, 
found Woods standing; on the corner. 
Without warning henirew his revolver 
and tired four shots‘into his Victim’s 
heart. Woods expired’ without uttering 
a word. | 

Sheriff Cann attempted to arrest the 
murderer, but Brennan stood the officer 
off with his revolver. Finally he sur- 
rendered to Sheriff Weir, of Morton 
county. who turned\thim over to Sheriff 
Cann. 

Sam Woods was very popular in 
Woodsdale, and when the news of his 
murder reaches Woodsdale it is feared 
the people will seek revenge and that 
the war between the two towns will be 
renewed. 

The murdered man was prominent in 
the Farmers’ Alliance and was clerk of 
the legislative committee in the lower 
house of the last legislature. He was 
also one of the “steering” committee, 
and was about the only “fine worker” 
the lower house boasted of. 





A Fatal Accident. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ills., June 26.—Henry 
D. Spencer of this city, received a dis- 
patch from Chicago saying that his 
father, Hon. Hamilton Spencer, who is 
visiting in Chicago, met with an acci- 
dent which resulted in his death. Mr, 
Spencer was a pr _minent attorney.

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THE COUNTRY’S FINANCES. 0 
Secretary Foster's Defense of the Late 
Congress. 

In the fiscal calendar of the United 
States June is the last monthof the 
year. For a longtime now the demo- 
crats have been proclaiming with great 
show of anxiety: that the “billion dol- 
lar congress” had bankrupted the gov- 
ernment or mearly so and that the 
new fiscal year with its heavy pay- 
ments would find the treasury embar- 
rassed by a deficit instead of a surplus. 
There is really no ground for this sort 
of croaking and never has been. The 
surp.us at the close of May was $57,- 
283,808, which is certainly quite as 
large as the public good demands, The 
total liabilities at that time were $694,- 

232.492 and total assets $751,516,300. 

The total paper circulation of that 
date was $1,055,475,113, an increase 
during the month of $7,041,653. Our 
interest-bearing debt is not inuch more 
than half our circulation, it being at 
the date mentioned, including the ma- 
tured debt on which interest has ceased, 
515,206,514. This includes the 4}4’s 
which are just about to mature, and 
which amount to $51,112,000. It was in 
regard to these latter bonds that the 
secretary of the treasury, ex-Gov. Fos- 
ter, of Ohio, spoke in a brief address 
hefore the Union league of Brooklyn. 

His tone was one of serenity. He 
was unruftled by the wild-eyed alarm 
of Grover Cleveland over the condition 
of the national treasury. Our demo- 
cratic friends forgot, he happily ob- 
served,, that this is a billion dollar coun- 
try. He did not attempt to defend in 
detail every appropriation, but he 
laughed in a good-natured way at the 
idea that tne treasury is not abundant- 
ly able to meet all the demands upon it 
incident to the appropriations of the 
late congress. The treasury is perfect- 
ly able, also, to pay every dollar of 
these 4!3°s now, but the secretary says 
he thinks it unwise to do anything to 
decrease the volume of currency. He 
gives as a reason for this that $50,000,- 
000 of gold nad been exported lately to 
Europe. 

That isan additional reason for ex- 
tension, but entirely independent of 
gold exports, the policy of extension 
ought to have been adopted, so far as 
coneerns the bonds now in use, as the 
base of national bank circulation. The 
rate of interest on the extension is only 
2 per cent. The great problem of 
finanee is not how to raise revenue or 
what to do with it after it has been 
raised, but how to adjust our circu- 
luting medinm to the wants of the 
country and the peculiarities of our fi- 
nancial situation. The duties on imports 
have been rightly readjusted and the 





internal taxes are working satisfactori- 
ly. The last congress met the demands 
of the hour, so far as concerns all that 
sort of legislation, but the circulation 
problem was left unsolved. It was ap- 
proached and pecked at often enough, 
und that is abort all. The next con- 
gress must take the matter in hand. 
Secretary Foster can do nothing be- 


yond the proposed extension. Congress 
must take hold in right good earnest 
next winter and at least make a deter- 
mined effort to add to the volume of 
our cireulating medium enough to meet 
the reasonable demands of the people. 
Secretary Foster has notified the sur- 
plus banks that he shall draw down 
their balances somewhat. This is right. 
One especial cause of popular dissatis- 
faction with the administration of 
President Cleveland was that under 
him favoritism had been shown certain 
banks on a large scale, and they were 
allowed to have the use, free of interest, 
of immense sums of government money. 
The amount has already been drawn 
down about one-half. At last accounts 
the deposits in national banks were 
$29,549,449. Of course a good deal of 
this money may be set down as ‘‘work- 
ing balance,” for a great deal of the 
government business has to be trans- 
acted through national banks. ‘The 
sub-treasurers are few and far between, 


but $25,090,000 would be a very liberal 
allowance for the banks on that score. 
The farmers of the country are es- 


pecially sensitive about governmental 
favoritism shown banking institutions, 
und no one can justly blame them for 
it. It was the inexcusable partiality 
to the banks shown by the Cleveland 
administration which gave rise to the 
demand for government loans on real 


estate security, or, as it is generally 
called, the new sub-treasury system. 
One evil begets another. Cleveland's 


ecretaries of the treasury—Manning 


and Fairchild—were both bounded in 
their financial outlook by Wall street. 
Neither could take into account the 
needs and demands of the country at 
large. Secretary Foster, on the con- 
trary, gives promise of being worthy to 
occupy the chair once filled by Alex- 


ander Hamilton and John Sherman.— 
Inter Ocean.

Facts Which Are Creating Dismay in 
Free-Trade Ranks.

Unnecessary Concern on the Part of Mug- 
wump Mushpuddlers.

Re- 
publican doctrine, except, perhaps, lo- 
cally and temporarily, wasnot affected 
by the greenbackers or grangers, and 
there is no reason to believe that it can 
be modified in any particular by the 
threats or blandishments of the people's 
party. 

The truth is, of course, the republican 
is the only party which for the past 
quarter of a century has stood for 
financial honesty and financial common 
sense. It preserved the public ¢redit 
when it was attacked by the democrats 
and the greenbackers a few years after 
the war, saved the country from the 
eternal disgrace and dishonor of forcing 
a depreciated currency on its creditors 
when gold or its equivalent was under- 
stood to be promised, and then brought 
that currency up to par with gold. The 
same party which established the na- 
tional banking system during the war 
has defended and maintained it ever 
since against the assaults of the demo- 
crats and the minor organizations 
which have come into being.
